It Rreak« Out on One of the islands 
of liake Erie, and Ohio People 
are Panic stricken* 


SANDUSKY, Ohio, October 17.—About 
three weeks ago Dr. E. T. Schnieder, of 
Peelee island, was taken ill with a dis- 
ease which proved to be small pox. Be- 
fore the nature of thte disease became 
known over 200 people, including sixty 
school children, were exposed to it. 
Yesterday word came from Peelee that 
there are nearly 100 cases of the disease 
on the island. 
Inhabitants of the place 
who have not yet contracted the disease, 
are panic stricken. 


The Canadian government has estab- 
lished quarantine against the island and 
all neighboring iiorts, not now «juaran- 
tincd, will be closed against it to-day, 
thus shutting the stricken people out 
from all communications with the outer 
world. The state board of health was 
notified yesterday by the mayor of this 
city and requested to establish quaran- 
tine here at once and thus stop all boats 
from coming here from Peelee. 


COLUMBUS, O . , Oct; 17.—The state 
board of healtn has issued an order 
closing all ports along the shores of 
Lake Erie against Peelee Island on ac- 
count of the small pox epidemic there. 
The island has about one thousand pop- 
ulation, every one of whom will doubt- 
less contract the disease. 
All avenues 
of escape from the place have been 
closed by the American and Canadian 
authorities. 


Every one of the entire group of 
Lake Erie 
islands, including Pat-in- 
Bay, North Bass, Middle Bass, Kelly's, 
and others, haye quarantined against 
the island, which has become a vast iso- 
lated pest house.

Here- 
ford and Jackson, when he was seized 
with convulsions and in two minutes 
was dead. He was a prominent repub- 
lican, having been beaten for gover- 
nor last fall by the smallest majority of 
any candidate in the history of the 
state. 


KANSAS CITY, Oct. 1 7 . — W . H. Hilde- 
brand was arrested at Birmingham, a 
suburb of this city, last evening on the 
charge of attempting to criminally as- 
sault Miss Polly Zullope. A lynching 
party was organized, but the officers 
eluded them and took the prisoner to 
Liberty, Clay county. The mob fol- 
lowed as soon as they learned of the 
change, but Hildebrand was taken from 
the jail by the officers, who are now in 
hiding with the prisoner. Should they 
be found a lynching is sure to follow. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—The Herald's 
Albany special says that about 400 cases 
of fever and about forty deaths have oc- 
curred among the 1,200 workmen of the 
New York Central railroad, at West 
Albany during the past few months. The 
epidemic is 
attributed to defective 
drainage. 


OsHKosH, Wis., Oct. 17.—Boüin dam 
on Fox river just above Eureka went 
out Monday night.

THE MONEY GAVE OUT ! 


The Cronin Jury Rriber« Didn't Sceiu 
to Have Enough of it»That'8 
WhT it Palled to Work. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 17.—Scarcity of cash 
probably prevented the "fixing" of the 
Cronin jury two weeks ago. In his tes- 
timony before the grand jury Bailiff 
Hanks said that the negotiations with 
Graham began in August. 
Hanks 
moved slowly because he disliked the 
job and because the money was slow in 
coming. He had frequent consultations 
with Graham concerning the method 
of procuring a comipt juror. 
Often 
plans had been agreed upon. 
Hanks 
wanted to know what assurance he had 
that money would be forthcoming and 
was informed by Graham that ccrtain 
triangulars would furnish it. 
Hanks 
finally went to work, but was not a\ic- 
cessful. Graham became impatient and 
urged him to do something, saying that 
eight men had been selected and not one 
that the defense could depend upon. 


As an explanation why money was not 
more plenty, Graham told him that 
"the fellow at the Chicago opera house" 
was having a hard time to pay the law- 
yers. In this connection Graham said 
that Alexander 
Sullivan had raised 
S8,000 for the defense, but he had been 
compelled to give it all to attorney For- 
rest, who was clamoring for money. 
Another big sum of money was coming 
soon, Graham said, and Hanks was 
given to understand that he could rely 
on getting some of it. This §8,000 that 
is claimed to have gone to Mr. Forrest 
is said to have been the cause of the 
breach that have been apparent- be- 
tween Mr. Foster and his associates for 
some time. Foster charged that Beggs 
was being left out of consideration, 
nothing was being done for him and his 
lawyer was not getting any of the money 
raised by the tri-angulars. 


He protested that Mr. Forest should 
not have all the money, and on behalf of 
Beggs demanded a portion of the 88,000. 
Being left out in the cold, Mr. Foster 
has been using his peremptory chal- 
lenges for Mr. Beggs' sole and exclusive 
benefit. So it seems, and such is Bailiff 
Hanks' story; not a dollar was paid the 
jury bribers, at any rate Hanks got 
nothing except promises. 


It was reported about town this morn- 
ing that Alexander Sullivan had been 
arrested for complicity with the at- 
tempted juiy bribihg in the Cronin 
trial, but it was denied, however, at the 
police department and the office of the 
state's attorney Longiiecker, although 
it was not denied that there might bo 
new developments in the case to-day. 
Mr. Sullivan's residence was "picketted" 
by detectives from the Central station 
all night. Stolenberg, Sullivau's confi- 
dential secretary, has given important 
information to the counsel for the state. 


Ex-Senior Guardian John F. Beggs 
has weakened. 
He has threatened that 
unless certain conditions are complied 
with a full and complete statement of 
his knowledge of the plot which ended 
in the murder of Dr. Cronin will be 
placed in the hands of the states's at- 
torney.

In this room they found nearly a peck 
of "chips," which are now in charge of 
Chief of Police Frank Wilkinson and 
will be used in the evidence against the 
persons conducting the said social club 
room at a trial, which is set for next 
Tuesday at Mayor Harding's court. 


It is understood that a certain officer 
had a personal feeling against Heibroner 
& Brown, which instigated the attack. 
However this may be, it is nevertheless- 
the duty of the mayor and police to sup- 
press the numerous gambling rooms of 
the city, which are kept up to the ruin- 
ation of our young men. 


The mayor need make no burlesque of 
this thing. 
There exists and flour- 
ishes in this city night after night these 
gambling hells which absorb the meagre 
ealaries of hard-worked clerks and other 
employes who become susceptible to 
the damnable temptation. 


There are worse places by far in Fort 
Wayne than the one visited by the offi- 
cers last night.

In talking with a gentleman from 
Ohio last evening a member of THE SEN- 
TiNEii staff was told that the prospects 
for the democracy scoring a victory in 
that state this fall are unusually bright. 
The state is republican in politics by a 
safe majority, and never fails "to toe 
the mark" for the party in a presidential 
year, but "she kicks the traces some- 
times on an off year," he said, "and 
this is what she is going to do in No- 
vember, I think." 


A republican 
victory in Hamilton 
county depends upon the German vote. 
If it goes to the republican ticket that 
party is a sure winner. 
But if the Teu- 
tonic republicans "over the Rhine" de- 
cide to vote with the democracy then 
the g. o. p. is undone. 


"There is scarcely a question that 90 
per cent, of the German voters this year 
will vote the straight democratic tick- 
et," says a dispatch from Cincinnati. 
"You hear this in all the German wards; 
it is told in the shops where Germans 
work; it comes from fhe saloons; demo- 
cratic wire pullers claim it; republican 
manipulators scarcely take the trouble 
to deny it. 
The whole issue—humili- 
ating as it may be—is Sunday beer. 
Politics is not regulated from heaven, 
but controlled by circumstances. 
The 
democratic party, then, with a United 
States senator at stake, will probably 
take advantage of this cry for free beer 
and elect its ticket. 
This is particular- 
ly the case since the democratic ticket 
is admittedly a first-class one, and every- 
body who has sense enough to add two 
and two knows that no matter which 
party is triumphant the restraint on 
free Sunday beer will not be remov ed. 
The Sunday saloon is a thing of history 
in Cincinnati and the saloon in politics 
in Ohio will soon be. 
The only differ- 
ence between the two parties is this: 
The republicans are pledged to increase 
the license; the democrats while not on 
record are known to be equally resolved 
not to lower the fees or change a single 
law. 
Both the laws affecting Sunday 
saloons in Ohio were passed—and they 
could have been passed no other way— 
by aid of democratic legislators." 


This, however, is a side issue to all 
but the Germans. 
Democrats are look- 
ing toward keeping a United States sen- 
ator, while the republicans are deter^ 
mined to gain one. 


There iure a large number of republi- 
cans throughout the state who will 
scratoh Foraker simply because they are 
opposed to a third term. 
Some will 
vote for Campbell, but most of them 
will be content with scratching Fori&er. 
The attempted injury of Mr. Campbell 
by means of a forgery will give to his 
rapport 
no inconsiderable number of 
that class who want "fair play" in poli- 
tioe, Fonkerlm 
s^coeoded in secur- 


ing an active and influential body of 
republican opponents, led by General 
Beatty, of Columbus, and Captain Lee, 
of Toledo, who oppose his election on 
personal and higli moral grounds. These 
two men are so situated as to have a 
large personal following, all of which 
will knife the third termer. 


With this hasty glance at the situa- 
tion to-day in Ohio it is safe—^in fact 
an almost absolutely sure thing—^to say: 
First, Hamilton county will elect the 
democratic legislative ticket, securing 
to the democrats both the legislature 
and a United States senator; eeeond, 
Foraker will run behind his ticket in 
nearly every county in the state, and, if 
elected at all, it will be by a very slen- 
der plurality. 
The remainder of the 
republican state ticket is reasonably 
sure of the usual republican plurality in 
Ohio. 
But every indication points to 
the fact that the democracy of the state 
are sure to have a majority in the legis- 
lature and that the successor of Senator 
Payne in the next United States senate 
will be a democrat.

Judge Irvin, of the Marion county 
criminal court, held, yesterday, that the 
dressed beef act of the last legislature 
is unconstitutional, and directed that an 
entiy be made discharging Philip Klein, 
of the Chicago Dressed Beef company, 
against whom the proceedings were 
brought. 
The prosecution was by in- 
formation charging the defendant with 
selling for human food a quantity of 
dressed beef in Indianapolis which had 
not been inspected alive in that city, the 
animals from which it came having been 
slaughtered at Chicago. The proceedings 
were instituted with the understanding 
that the case should be pressed to the 
supreme court, with a view of testing 
the constitiitionality of the law.

To nurse one's dis- 
satisfaction and scatter its seeds broad 
cast to take root in the immaginations 
of other men is sinful and blighting to 
character." 


He admonishes the members to keep 
their pei-sonaUfey intact and not to allow 
false gods to induce them to subscribe 
to laws which, as soon as passed, will 
make them cognizant of the necessity 
for repeal.

The testimony in the Barrett murder 
trial continues to occupy the attention 
of the court and jury and THE SSNTLNEIJ. 
gives it in detail. 


Drs. W. H. Myers and Dr. Howard 
McCulloch yesterday afternoon gave it 
as their opinion from the hypothetical 
case put that Barrett at the time of the 
killing was insane. 


After introducing the record of the 
conviction of George Barrett for petit 
larceny, the defendant rested his case. 


inORNlN« SESSION. 


Tho state will attempt to overcome the 
effect of the expert testimony of the 
witnesses for the defense by the evidence 
of the neighbors of the defendant, who 
will testify that in their opinion it was 
the vicious ungovernable temper of the 
prisoner that prompted the killing 
rather than insanity. 


Rebuttal by state. 


JOSEPH WABNEB. 


Known Barrett about forty years; saw 
him at barn-raising at Rhineholds; one 
of the boys who was a little full, threw 
some chips at Barrett who picked up an 
ax and threw it towards him; at a bridge 
building once defendant pursued a man 
with a pike pole; saw him have several 
other quarrels with other parties; saw 
him get angry several times; have seen 
him often in past years; was at Barrett's 
house on day of tragedy; heard defend- 
ant say but little; saw him at the jail 
afterwards; went to see him about some 
papers; he wanted me to keep them; 
gave me directions about making deeds 
for his property; know Fred Barrett; he 
told me in August that his father was 
all right; that his mind was as good as 
it ever was; from my long acquaintance 
with Barrett I believe him to be of sound 
mind. 


SAMUEL FBEDEBICK. 


Farmer; live near Barrett; known him 
over thirty years; met him fequently; 
went to see him; doctor asked him how 
he was getting along; he answered 
"Dam you I'll show you how I am 
getting along," with that he grabbed a 
club and went for tho doctor, who 
skipped; Barrett wanted to take his gun 
and pursue him; prevented him from 
doing so; do not believe the defendant 
to be of unsound mind. 


OEOBGE SUBFACE. 


Have know Barrett well for long time; 
know Dr. Woods; had a conversation 
with him at Garrett in July; Dr. Woods 
said to me that he supposed when old 
man Barrett killed his wife he was no 
more crazy than he was; that it would 
"tussle" the old man to save his neck; 
saw Barrett frequently; he once threat- 
ened to kill my father with a club; after- 
wards went for him with an ax; have 
had business transactions with him; I 
believe him to be of sound mind, ' 


MBS. MABY WABNEB. 


Know Barrett well; known him about 
thirty years; I believe him to be of 
sound mind. 


MABY GABMAN. 


Known Barrett a number of years; 
never saw anything to indicate that he 
was insane. 


HABBISON HENSINGEB. 


Known Barrett along time; have bad 
business transactions with him; never 
saw anything the matter with him, in- 
dicating insanity. 


GEOBGE GUMP. 


Am trustee of Perry township; knew 
Barrett about thirty-five years; met him 
frequently; do not believe him to be in- 
sane. 


GEOBGE H. VIBEBG. 


Sheiiff; the morning before the trial 
Barrett told me that he had nose bleed 
during tbe night. 


Cross-examination—He has 
com- 
plained of being sick since in jail. He 
always seemed to sleep well. 


MILTON MEYEBS. 


Farmer; have known 
Barrett for 
about twenty years; had business deal- 
ings with him; I consider him a fsane 
man. 


DANFOBD PABKEB. 


Farmer; known Barrett for about 
thirty years; I believe him to be of 
sound mind. 


JAMES M'COMB. 


Neighbor of Barrett's; known him for 
about thirty-seven years; had business 
dealings with him. I consider him of 
sound mind. 


MICHAEL HENSINGEB. 


Live in Perry township; know Barrett; 
saw him frequently; would pronounce 
him of sound mind. 


A. 0. GBIFFIN. 


Farmer; know Barrett; met him fre- 
quently; have seen him when he was 
angry; at one time he threatened my 
life; I was removing rails on line be- 
tween Barrett and. me; he came up with 
his gun in his hand and i^d if I moved 
any dirt on his land he would shoot me; 
he was of sound man. 


OEOSOE OTTO. 


Have known Barrett a number of 


years; met him frequently; think he is 
of sound mind. 


PEBBY UTOH. 


Know Barrett; he is of sound mind. 


FISHBB C. WEST, 


Know Barrett; believe him to be sane, 
but was always a little queer. 
Jas. W. Hippenhamer and John Houk 


testified that in their opinion Barrett 
watt of sound mind. 


DB. SENT K. WHESLOCK. 


Know Barrett; met h ^ first April 16, 
1889; saw him at the jdS; went there at 
the request of the prosecuting attorney; 
was there about half hour; next saw him 
on evening ol May 11; was with him 
about one hour or two; 1 considered him 
of sound mind at the time of my. visits; 
on the facts stated in your hypothetical 
question I G^ould say that he is of 
sound mind. 


Examined defendant's eyes; they ex- 
hibited none t>f the conditions usually 
accompanying insanity; at the time of 
my visits he took no particular interest 
in his case; after his wife's death I went 
to the jail; wlien I spoke to him of her 
death he shed tears; said he was sorry; 
said he would like to go to the funeral 
but did'nt suppose the sheriff would al- 
low him; after this visit was there one 
night; walked up to his cell; he was in 
bed; sound asleep; woke him up; had 
difficulty in arousing him; questioned 
him about the killing; his statements 
were substantially the same as on my 
former visit; he ate and slept well; ex- 
amined his tongue; 
in patients 
suffering from demention, one of the 
first evidences is observed in the 
tongue; his tongue was all right; ex- 
amined his muscular condition; it ex- 
hibited no indications of insanity. In 
the clasa of insanity that it is claimed 
Barrett suffered from there is a diffi^ 
culty in speech; none such appeared to 
me on my examinations of the de- 
fendant. 


Crops examination—-There is no such 
thing as temporary insanity; did not ex- 
amine the defendant with a view of dis- 
covering evidence? of sanity; examined 
him to determine his mental condition 
and if his condition and the facts had 
warranted it, would have taken the stand 
for Barrett as I have had a standing 
offer so to do from the defense.
